There 
was some, preliminary sparring among 
the counsel, Mr Heath representing Mr. 
Staples, the sitting member, expressing 
the view that town officers whose depo- 
sitions were to be introduced in behalf of 
If r Keefe. the contestant, ahonld have 
appeared in person with their records. 
Mr. Keefe, the contestant, sat in oae of 
the members' seats well to the front and 
was naturally an interested listener. Mr 
Staples sat in the seat in the centre of 
;he House where he was dropped by the 
state raffle at the opening of the session. 
Naturally that seat has a value in-the 
ejeapr Mr Staples and lie was ;.accord- 
ingly SB interested to spectators as . the 
other party to the case. 


Frank D Marshall, Esq., opened the 


case for the contestant. Under the laws 
of the state it was Eliot's right to name 
the candidate at the late election for the 
class towns of Kittery and Eliot. In the 
caucus Mr. Keefe was nominated, 
bis 


competitor being Mr Staples who then 
had his name put on the ticket as an in- 
dependent candidate. The election in 
Sliot resulted in the throwing of 132 
votes for Keefe and 78 votes for Staples. 
The result of the vote in Kittery was not 
made known until later in the evening. 
Then it was. announced as 160 for Keefe 
and 216 for Staples. This gave the major 
ity of two for Staples but it was then 
town talk in- Kittery that at least three 
loose stickers had been counted for 
Staples. An election officer made deposi 
lion to this fact Then an attempt was 
made to examine the ballots as a part of 
the town records of Kittery and the town 
clerk seemed willing to permit this until 
after the arrival on the scene of Mr Hor- 
ace Mitchell of Kittery, a friend of Mr. 
Staples. Then permission was refused 
and recourse was had to the courts, the 
matter being carried through- the law 
court and the necessary orders secured. 


After this a careful examination of the 


ballots was made in both towns and la- 
ter depoaitions as to the ballots were se- 
cured from the town and election offi 
cers. In bravited form Mr Keefe bases 
his contest on these grounds: 


That fourteeu ballots bearing Staple* 


stickers were counted although the law 
was not fulfilled because there were no 
erasures on the ballot. 


That nine ballots bearing Staples' 


stickers were counted, although . the 
name of the office for which he was can 
didate bad been erased from the ballot.. 


The 25 ballots bearing Staples stick 


era were counted although the stickers 
were pasted over instead of under other 
names on the ballot. 


That the election officers at Eliot 


failed to count one Keefe vote. 


That a rote for Staples was counted 


when the ballot was marked by a square 
instead of across.

These figures give a total of 292 for

Mr. Marshall said that the contestant

Mr. Francis Keefe. the contestant,was 


called as the first witness by Mr. Sei. 
ders. An attempt to question Mr. Keefe 
as to the doings of the caucus at which 
he and Mr. Staples were candidates for 
the nomination, drew an objection from 
Mr. Heath. Still, he said, if it wai de- 
sired to go into the doings of the can- 
cnij, it cnuld be shown that Messrs. 
Keefe and Staples had both exercised 
the divine right of bolting. 


Judge McEtfdden, a member of tfre 


committee, put an end to the caucus 
discussion by moving that the commit 
tee confine itself to the question of the 
election, 


Mr. Keefe, Mr. Marshall, Calvin W. 


Getenell of Kittery, Deputy Sheriff 
Freeman 0. Ham and Mr. Seiders de 
scribed the recount. Especial attention 
was paid in the examination to the num- 
ber of ballots demvrked with crosses in 
squares over Mr. Staples' name. None 
of these witnesses aaw more than one 
such ballot, and all were positive in 
heir statements except Mr. Oetchell, 
who in reply to questions by Judge 
Hopkins; said that he didn'ttake notes 
and didn't know as be should care to 
commit himself on a matter on which he 
didn't take notes. 


Mr. Seiders said tfiat at the beginning | 


of the examination Town Clerk Donnell 
of Kittery said there was no need of 
looking for marks in the square in the 
independent column because there was 
only one such, ballet aod he knew who 
cast it. 


Towards the close of the afternoon 


session Mr. Seiders submitted to the 
committee an analysis Of the vote and 
then Mr. Heath said that he too would 
put in an analysis. It differed from that 
prepared by Mr. Seidera. Mr. Heath 
said be had been surprised to find that 
on both sides there had been forty-seven 
different kinds of errors made. 


Mr. Seiders then recapitulated the 


statement of the vote made by Mr. Mar- 
shall in bis opening address. la the 
course of the remarks Mr. Seidera said 
that his brother would not question the 
illegality of votes where Staples stickers 
were pasted over the name of Mr; Keefe. 


Mr. Heath—Oh. yes, I do. 
Mr. Seidera—Not against the decision 


of the court. 


Mr Heath expressed the opinion that 


the decision did nut apply here. 


At this stage of the game the ballots 


were produced aod the work of counting 
them was begun, Mr. Heath explaining 
that in his view of the case, tho commit- 
tee h%d the right to consider the intent 
of the voters as revealed by the ballots. 
Following this course, Mr. Heath said

Mr Heath 
thus figures out that in all, under a strict 
construction of the law, 133 defective 
ballots were thrown in a total of a little 
over 600 votes for the two candidates. 
In alluding to the analysis, Mr. Heath 
said it might be an over-strict interpre- 
tation of the law. 


The examination of the ballots took 


oatil well into the evening. Then Mr. 
Heath opened the case for Mr. Staples 
and called as the first witness Town 
Clerk Donnell of Kittery, who told the 
story of the loose stickers, claiming that 
when the stickers were on the -ballots 
aod were rubbed off as the count pro- 
gressed. This fact was observed by the 
town officers at the time. 


As to the three ballots which show 


30 faint crosses in the sqnara over the in- 


dependent or Staples' colnmn,Mr- Don- 
nell said that these crosses were first 
noticed by Mr. Horace Mitchell when 
he was examining the ballots after the 
official count. Mr. Seiders pressed the 
witness as to the circumstances of this 
discovery, the amount of light in the 
roomfeti., and held the three baliots 
several feet from the witness to show 
that the three crosses could be seen at 
that distance. The witness said he was 
very much surprised wben Mr. Mitch 
ell discovered the crosses. He had not 
aeen or herrd of them before. 


Selectman Walker also testified in be 


half of Mr. Staples, especially in regard 
to (be stickers. Then Mr. Hei 
called John Paul Hay. a machinist at 
the Kittery navy yard, who contradicted

A number of depositions were read

Had the ballots been dif- 


ferently counted and a majority shown 
for Mr. Keefe. then Mr. Staples might 
have been the contestant. , The

same question on the consciences of the 
committee, who did the people of that 
class want to represent them? Mr. 
Heath then described at length bis an- 
alysis of the vote, claiming that the par 
pose of tbe vote wn easily discerned in 
each case.

Mr. Heath declared: "If tho 
rule of the Australian system is to pre- 
vail, reject the ballot If tbe rule of 
common sense is to prevail, count it." 
Speaking of the odd marks made instead 
of crcsres, Mr. Heath said: "Well, un- 
der the aantifted provisions of the Aus- 
tralian law yon. would zob» it out, but 
ronld yon 'think of the Maine legisli- 
ure which applied such a rule?"

Heath spoke of voters who wore dis- 
franchised but every one of those men 
might with five minutes' attention have 
learned how. to vote under the Austra- 
lian system. It is said tbat tbe legw- 
'atnre should follow tbe intention of tbe 
voter. No law need trouble it. If 
was as much above law as ihe Kaussa 
legislature which baa just- been sitting 
and which knew no law. If tbe doctrine 
of intention was to be carried out, s 
man might be declared elected to the 
legislature by bis fellow members, 
while another man who had run for 
country office on the same ticket and re- 
ceived votes of the same kind might be 
declared by the courts not to have been 
elected. This "intention" business is 
a most peculiar and delusvo thing.

In spite of the 
small pay. it is possible in a year to 
make big money." 


John A. Fraser, R. C. A., the well-

Asked concerning the fisheries, . he 
said: 
"To begin 
with, boat fishing does

I can com- 
pare it to nothing better than a huge 
hammock slung by both ends to a 
pole. Night is the time for fishing 
operations. The men arrange them- 
selves for certain stretches of river. 
Below the delta line they cast their 
nets from boats with high, platformed 
Sterns. Further up, the river being im- 
passable on account of its fierce cur- 
rent and sunken rocks, they cast from 
the bank. A good man can catch hun- 
dreds daily. Two hundred fisa at six 
cents a fish means $12 a day; and that 
is no unusual wage in the season. Be- 
low the delta I have heard of $100 be- 
ing earned by two men in a single day 
—or, to be exact, in a single night. 


"Nobody who has not been in the 


Northwest can have any notion of the 
awful inrush of salmon during a very 
big year, like the present. A single 
illustration from my personal knowl- 
edge may suffice. On one occasion I 
crossed a tributary of the Fraser river 
literally over a bridge made of salmon. 
The fish were dead and had begun to 
putrefy. Forced from the main stream 
into the tributary by the terrific le- 
gions of upgoing fish behind, they 
were driven into a long reach where 
the water grew shallow and the rocky 
banks very narrow. Here they became 
an absolute 
wedge—a jam, like the 


human jam that occurred on the 
Brooklyn bridge years ago. Not a fish 
could move forward or backward, and, 
thus imprisoned, as in a vise, and 
without water, they died by hundreds, 
under the scorching sun. 


"It was quite easy for my Indian 


driver to take the' horse and buggy 
across 
this 
extraordinary 
natural 


bridge, while I followed on foot Judg- 
ing by the height of the river banks 
and the extent of the fish dam, I 
should say that there was an actual 
Waste of fully 2,500 or 3,000 fish in that 
jam. Subsequently I was informed 
that such jams are by no means un- 
common. 


"Formerly the Indians did nearly all 


the canning. Now, however, the Chi- 
nese, who are at once cleaner, cheaper 
and more easily managed, do most of 
the work. 
"The night fishing is very pictur- 


esque You see the dark figures of the 
fishermen 
standing m 
bold relief 


against the moonilght. Then high in 
air whirls the big net, sweeping at the 
end of its iron-bound pole. Deftly, si- 
lently almost, it cuts into the swift 
current of the Fraser. There is a min- 
ute or two of waiting, and then, with 
a 
swish and a great 
scattering of 


spray, up conies the net, dank and 
dripping from 
the river, having de- 


scribed a rapid semicircle under water. 
Once more it is whirled across the 
moonlight, and this time keen eyes 
can see within us meshes the silver 
scales of the salmon, wriggling and 
strugging for freedom that is his no 
more. Then comes the quick blow of 
the killing club, and the dead fish is 
tossed into the creels." 


The work of canning, according to 


Mr. H. Tarleton Bean and Mr Fraser. 
usually lasts about two months. A 
Chinese can clean about 1,000 fish in a 
day. 
Sometimes the canners turn out 


75,000 cans in twenty-four hours.

An experiment recently made in a

the sale of alcoholic beverages, making 
the usual plea that thus the business 
could be "regulated." This view pre- 
vailed and two saloons were establish- 
ad by law a year or two ago. What has 
been the result? First, the illicit liquor 
trade of the druggists did not stop; 
these law breakers kept right on, sell- 
ing drams on the sly about as they had 
done, there being none to molest or 
make them afraid. On the other hand, 
the saloons from the start have done a 
thriving trade, no one seeming to care 
particularly whether they obeyed the 
law or not. Hence under tbe new re- 
gime there is no better regulation of 
the traffic than there was under the old 
policy of "no license," while at the 
same time the trade in whiskey and 
beer, lawful and unlawful taken to- 
gether, is more than doubled. If these 
facts need any further exposition and 
application the reader may make them 
himself.—Central Christian Advocate.

I 
send New Year's greeting* to all my ac- 
quaintances and friend* in Portsmouth, 
making no exception*, but wishing 
health and happiness to alL 


I am glad to be able to aay that I have 


met witb good success in my ministry 
in East Orange. There were, during tbe 
year just closed, 25 additions to tbe 
membership of tbe church, and the 
church had the best financial year of its 
history, meeting all the obligations of 
the year and paying off several hundred 
dollars of obligations brought over from 
other years and clewing tbe year with a 
balance in tbe treasury. I was given a 
bag of silver at the Christmas celebra- 
tion containing ¥36. My salary is to be 
increased $200, making it 91500. I have 
during the year organized a mission in 
another and growing section of the 
Oranges, which desires to have me 
preach to it on Sunday afternoons, and 
or oposes to pay me 9200 or more 
for the services which will make the 
ealary of my field something over $1700 
if I decide to accept the extra work. The 
mission Sunday school has an average 
attendance of 80. 


As it is known to some of your readers, 


when I came here it was to serve a 
small church only two years old. I 
have been anxious to lay a goodfounda- 
ation here for the future growth of the 
church to rest upon. I asked the peo- 
ple a few weeks ago witb the beginning 
of the new year, to cover witb their sub- 
scriptions the estimated needs of tbe 
church for the coming year, that the 
church may not this year have to resoit 
to such things as entertainments, stp- 
pera, sales and things of that kind to 
raise money for tbe support of the 
church. That way of raising money for 
the Lord's house bas never seemed to 
me to be exactly scriptural and it i* ir- 
regulsr arid uncertain. Indeed,! condemn 
that way of raising money for the church 
on the ground that Giving is an essen- 
tial part of worship in God's house and 
ought to be encouraged and associated 
with worship, rather than with enter- 
tainment!, and for the additional reason, 
tnat the mind of the church by reason 
entertainments, fairs, sales, suppers and 
tbiogs of that kind is diverted from 
spiritual work which should be the 
primary object cf the church's exis- 
tence, and for the other reason that 
when churches largely enter into the 
entertainment business, seme people in 
connection with church affairs come 
prominently before the public as active 
church workers, when they have no 
thought of serving God in their private 
lives, and therefore ougbt not to be as- 
sociated in the minds of the people of 
the community with the life of the 
church. These people at such times 
often overshadow in public attention 
the bumble and faithful worshippers of 
God, and the true church dwindles to 
insignificance while a purely, worldy 
or social organization is developed and 
Christ is wounded in tbe bouse of his 
friends. The suggestion has been roost 
kindly received and acted upon by all 
the'church people, and already the es- 
timated needs of the church for the com- 
ing year have been provided for by tbe 
subscriptions of tbe 
people.

congregation than was ever given or 
raised for church support in any of the 
past years of the church's history. As 
soon a* all the subscription* are ia, we 
are going to celebrate this advance sUp 
in onr church life by having all the 
people unite in singing "Praise Uod 
from whom all blessings flow." Special 
meetings are now being held every 
night in tbe church, the week of pray* r

Gluten Bread. 


Persons suffering

the pure gluten bread at the bakers. It 
can, however, be readily made at home, 
with the assurance that neither milk, 
which contains sugar, nor sugar itself 
enters into its composition. In the 
winter the sponge can be set at night, 
but in the summer it is more advisable 
to set it in the morning and bake later 
in the day. 
Dissolve half a cake of

That by its use one 
may see the actions of the heart and 
all the organs and locate and diagnose 
without error all diseases and frac- 
tures of the bones and many forms of 
organic disease—Chicago .Inter-Ocean.

flsh that live in th« Pacific Ocean bor- 
dering her own coast and that of Brit- 
ish Columbia. 
If these can be only 


got into Dawson city before the River 
Yukon is frozen panic and starvation 
will be averted. Bountiful nature has 
taken a means to provide, in the shape 
of these fish, a source of light, heat, 
food and even medicine. 


Those men who are engaged in the 


profitable business of seal fishing m 
the Behring Sea and Pacific Ocean, 
along the shores of Alaska and Brit- 
ish Columbia, have found that a spe- 
cies of fish of the smelt family inhab- 
it these waters. 
These fish, in much 


the same way as the herring, by the ir- 
resistible force of instinct, are annu- 
ally led to approach the shores for the 
purpose of depositing their spawn m 
the shallow waters. 
They arrive in 


vast shoals, keeping closely together, 
and are caught by the fishermen with 
o«ts and lines. 


As the fish come swimming along, 


they are arrested by the net, which 
they cannot see on account of the thin 
twine of which it is made, and of the 
large meshes, which are about two 
and a half inches in diameter. 
The 


head 
slips through 
the 
meshes, 


but 
the 
middle 
of 
the 
body 


is large and cannot pass. 
When 


the fish attempts to recede, its open 
gill covers become, hitched in 
the 


meshes atfd so retain it in that uncom- 
fortable position till the net is drawn 
in. 


On being examined the fish are found 


to be of a rich green on the back, va- 
negated with a deep blue, while rthe 
ibdomen is silvery white, with golden 
reflections. The fish are so extremely 
fat that on being held up to the light 
they are almost transparent, the back- 
bone of the fish being seen to stand 
out perfectly against the light 


After the fish are caught they are 


dried and stored away until the long 
winter months arrive, when it gets 
dark early and the Alaskan is snowed 
up. Here comes an opportunity for 
using them. Not a bit at a loss for 
light, the Alaskan takes one of these 
dried fish, inserts its tail into a crack

THE CANDLE FISH. 


m his rough \\ooclen table and lights 
ts nose 
The fish burns with a bright 


ind steady flame of about three candle 
aower, giving a clear, white light and 
i very considerable amount of heat. 
4 fairly large fish will burn for a pe- 
•iod of three hours. 


The scientific explanation is extreme- 


ly simple. The vertebrae which form 
the backbone of the fish are found to 
be largely 
formed 
of phosphorus, 


which not only causes it to ignite eas- 
ily, but also accounts for the strength 
of the flame and the heat developed. 
The substance of th,e fish, which con- 
sists so largely of fat, acts as a retarder 
to the rapid burning of the vertebrae 
in precisely the same way as the tal- 
low acts in an ordinary candle. The 
fat of the fish is largely composed of 
stearine., which is also the chief chem- 
ical constituent of the tallow ased for 
making candles, and which gives them 
their firmness and consistency. 


Valuable as the fish is for its light- 


grvi-ng properties, k also has its value 
as a food. If necessary it can be eaten 
after having been used as a candle, 
it then being simply smoked, or it ran 
be boiled or cooked in the ordinary 
manner. In_; which ever way it is treat- 
ed, to a hungry man it serves as a very 
welcome and appetizing dish. In flav- 
or it is much like the smelt, having the 
same sweet taste, but is much fatter. 


Still another us* to which it can be 


put is as a substitute for cod liver an, 
which if taken in sufficient quantity, by 
lidmg the natural heat of the body, pi oves 
in excellent protective against tlie severe 
sold. 
The oil is obtained from the fish 


by immersing them in cold water-and 
3(jnerzins:, the product obtained bcii.^ 
ihnost equal in quality to the genuine cod 
liver oil.

The French Government has 
lately been conducting some experi- 
ments with it, the idea being to utilize 
it as armor plate upon the warships, 
but the extinction of the cheese will, 
of course, put an end to this. It ig a 
fact not generally known that to 
Roquefort cheese was dua the down- 
fall of France a quarter of a century 
ago. 
That shrewd 
tactician, Von 


Moltke, advised the German army not 
to carry its limburger with it when the 
invasion of France began. 
He knew 


the predilection of the Frenchmen for 
Roquefort, and by its smell the Ger- 
mans were enabled to tell every move- 
ment which the enemy made 


The failure of the Roquefort indus- 


try is due to the dyiug off of the thyme 
in the Department of Aveyron. They 
have tried feeding the sheep upon or- 
dinary grass, but the result is a cheese 
which merely whispers where the gen- 
uine article shrieked. The only sub- 
stitute for Roquefort is the terrible 
Gorgonzola, the fierce and untamed 
cheese of Italy, but it is doubtful if 
the palate of any other nation is 
strong enough to stand this produc- 
tion. The Gorgonzola is usually kept 
chained in the cellars of Italian inns, 
and its roar is so terrifying that it is 
only served to those who the proprie- 
tor knows are aware of its nature.

EAGAN CENSURED. 


War Investigators Also Return 


to Him His Statement. 


The whole trouble has arisen through 


the in judicious action of the three treaty 
powers in bringing the deported Mataa- 
fa back to Samoa. By so doing they have. 
thrown down a bone of contention and 
converted what might otherwise have 
been a peaceful election into an angry 
combat. Of course at the time Ameri- 
ca, England and Germany agreed to 
Mataafa's return. Malietoa's death was 
not anticipated, otherwise , the home- 
coming of the exiled king would cer- 
tainly have been delayed. 
( 
For many years, ever since the un1 


fortunate affair jat Vailele,' when sr 
many brave_G<»rman soldiers lost their 
lives, the Germans have shown a feel- 
ing of uncompromising hostility toward' 
Mataafa, under whose leadership, the 
Teutonic defeat was accomplished. Lat- 
terly, for ''spine unexplained "reason, the 
German officials have changed their 
views and have tried to secure Mataa- 
fa's return. This course has brought the 
German concul into open disagreement 
with the British and American consuls 
and the chief justice, and the natives 
have been encouraged to turbulence, am 
the lives of white residents have been 
endangered. 


The trouble began immediately upon 


Mataafa's return from Jaluit. Though 
he was nominally held as a pvisoner, the 
consuls, -actuated by kindly motives, 
gave, him permission to reside on the 
r«yal demesne at Millnnuu, and to take 


* such of <his. adhererfta as .^e, chose with 


him. Mataafa's people began crowding 
by thousands into the limited space o; 
the Mulinnuu peninsula, driving out the 
followers of Malietoa. ' .;', ' 
; 
Fortunately Malitoa's people pre- 


served a friendly attitude and obeyed 
the proclamation of the consuls in de- 
manding that peace should be main- 
tained at all hazards. But still the us- 
urpers of Mulinnuu were aggresive and 
•ssued a proclamation declaring Mataafa 


, tohg' of Samoa. Further, they assumed 


to themselves royal powers and secretly 
encouraged .by the Germans proceeded 
to deport public officers and appoint their 
own nominees. The climax was reached 
when Mataafa and his chiefs actually 
discharged the chief justice, who is ap- 
pointed under the Berlin treaty by the 
three powers. Of course such action was 
purely farcical, and the chief justice no- 
tified Mataafa that he must wait for the 
decision of the court before he could le- 
gally declare himself king.

Meanwhile 
native guards patrolled the roads B 
the threatened attack of Mataafa's fa- 
natical adherents was avoided. 


The most sensational scene in the dra-

This was due from Secretary Alger

The purpose was to secure 
a repetition if possible, outside of the 
commission's .chambers, of the offensive 
statements, in which case the founda- 
tion, General Eagan thought,might have 
been laid for formal charges.

S3heme of a resident of East Kingston, 
wbo has been coming to town every 
morning for a month past and offering 
for aale from house to bouse "choice 
cats" of beef, which it is said, he has 
represented as the finest tenderloin and 
sirloin roasts. These be readily 
dis- 


posed of in pieces averaging 20 to 25 
pounds, at so-called '-bargain prices," 
receiving all the way from 17 to 25 cte. 
a pound, which latter figure is consider- 
able in advance of the market price. 


Tha dealer buys bis "roasts" at one 


of the local markets and tben prepares 
>hem. The meat purchased is what is 
called the "chuck rib," sold ordinarily 
»t 8 cents a pound, and used chiefly for 
utews. The bones are removed and tbe 
meat is then rolled and tied up in tbe 
form of a tempting sirloin roast, which 
actually tempts.

I am glad to be able to say that I have 


met with good success in my ministry 
in East Orange. There were, during tbe 
year just closed, 25 additions to the 
membership of tbe church, and the 
church had tbe best financial yesr of its 
history, meeting all the obligations of 
the year and pajing off several hundred 
dollars of obligations brought over from 
other years and closing the year with a 
balance in the treasury. I was given a 
bag of silver at tbe Christmas celebra- 
tion containing 936.

Gluten Bread. 


Persons suffering 
from 
diabetic 


troubles often find difficulty in getting 
the pure gluten bread at the bakers. It 
can, however, be readily made at home, 
with the assurance that neither milk, 
which contains sugar, nor sugar itself 
enters into its composition. In the 
winter the sponge can be set at night, 
but in the summer it is more advisable 
to set it in the morning and bake later 
in the day. Dissolve half a cake of 
compressed yeast in half a cup of luke- 
warm water, with a teaspoonful of salt, 
*- cab'ecpoonful of butter and flour to 
make a stiff batter. When thoroughly 
mixed, beat in the whites of two eggs, 
and set to rise. When light add only 
sufficient gluten flour *to mold the 
loaves, as it should be as soft as it can 
possibly be handled. Put in greased 
pans, let it rise again until light and 
bake in a moderate oven three-quar- 
ters of an hour.

ish Columbia, have found that a spe- 
cies of fish of the smelt family inhab- 
it these waters. 
These fish, in much 
the same way as the herring, by the ir- 
resistible force of instinct, are annu- 
ally led to approach the shores for the 
purpose of depositing their spawn 13 
the shallow waters. 
They arrive in 


vast shoals, keeping closely together, 
and are caught by the fishermen with 
nets and lines. 


As the fish come swimming along, 


they are arrested by the net, which 
they cannot see on account of the thin 
twine of which it is made, and of the 
large meshes, which are about two 
and a half inches in diameter.

ts large and cannot pass. 
When 


the fish attempts to recede, its open 
gill covers become hitchqd in 
the

•*iegated with a deep blue, while jthe 
ibdomen is silvery white, with golden 
reflections. The fish are so extremely 
fat that on being held up to the light 
they are almost transparent, the back- 
bone of the fish being seen to stand 
out perfectly against the light.

winter months arrive; when it gets 
lark early and the Alaskan is snowed 
up.

That shrewd tactician. Von 


Moltke, advised the German army not 
to carry its limburger with it when the 
invasion of France began. He knew 
the predilection of the Frenchmen for 
Roquefort, and by its smell the Ger- 
mans were enabled to tell every move- 
ment which the enemy made 


The failure of the Roquefort indus- 


try is due to the dying off of the thyme 
in the Department of Aveyron. They 
have tried feeding the sheep upon or- 
dinary grass, but the result is a cheese 
which merely whispers where the gen- 
uine article shrieked. The only sub- 
stitute for Roquefort is the terrible 
Gorgonzola, the fierce and untamed 
cheese of Italy, but it is doubtful if 
the palate of any other nation is 
strong enough to stand this produc- 
tion. The Gorgonzola is usually kept 
chained in the cellars of Italian inns, 
and its roar is so terrifying that it is 
only served to those who the proprie- 
tor knows are aware of its nature. 


A Human Lorgnette. 


Gaston Seguy, of Paris, has invented 


what he calls the "human lorgnette." 
He was the first man in France to 
successfully repeat the experiments of 
Roentgen. 
He is 32 years old, is di- 


rector of .the Radiographic Institute of 
France, and has invented a dozen 
scientific appliances. The great ad 
vantage of his new appliance is that it 
is no longer and is as convenient to 
handle as a parlor stereopticon.

Souvenir'Cards for Mailing. 


For some years there have been in 


use in Germany souvenir cards, some- 
thing like postal cards in size and 
shape, upon the backs of which are 
printed pictures of scenery, or build- 
ings, or designs commemorative of 
some event, as a fair or exposition. 
These cards are made in great variety, 
the pictures being prettily 
colored.

THE CANDLE FISH. 


in his rough wooden table and lights 
ts nose. The fish burns with a bright 
ind steady flame of about three candle 
Dower, giving a clear, white light and 
i very considerable amount of heat. 
4 fairly large fish will burn for a pe- 
riod of three hours. 


The scientific explanation is extreme- 


ly simple 
The vertebrae which form 


the backbone of the fish are found to 
be largely 
formed 
of phosphorus, 


which not only causes it to ignite eas- 
ily, but also accounts for the strength 
of the flame and the heat developed. 
The substance of the fish, whioh-ron- 
sists so largely of fat, acts as a retarder 
to the rapid burning of the vertebrae 
tn precisely the same way as the tal-- 
low acts in an ordinary candle. The 
fat of the fisli is largely composed of 
stearine, which is also the chief chem- 
ical constituent of the tallow used for 
making candles, and which gives them 
their firmness .and consistency. 


Valuable as the fish is for its light- 


giving properties, W also has its value 
as a food. If necessary it can be eaten 
after having been used as a candle, 
it then being sntiply smoked, or it ran 
be boiled or cooked in the ordinary 
manner, In^whicliever way it is treat- 
ed, to a hungry man it serves as a very 
welcome and appetizing dish. In flav- 
or it is much like the smelt, having the 
same sweet taste, but is much fatter. 


Still another use to which it can be 


put is as a substitute for cod liver oil, 
which if taken in sufficient quantity, by 
lidiug the natural heat of the body, proves 
xn excellent protective against the severe 
^old. 
The oil is obtained from the fish 


by immersing them in cold water "and 
squeezing, the product obtained being 
ilinost equal in quality to the genuine cod 
liver oil.
